A $5,911,829 contract for naval 
ordnance equipment was awarded 
today to the Busch-Sulzer Broth- 
ers’ Diesel Engine Co., 3300 South 
Second street, by the Navy De- 
partment.

The Busch-Sulzer company _. re- 
ceived a $215,000 navy contract last 
month. The contract announced

A reduction of $88,203,090 in the 
city’s real estate assessments, av- 
eraging 10 per cent, was ordered 
today by the City Board of Equal- 
ization. This would mean a re- 
duction of about $2,394,600 in an- 
nual tax revenue, divided among 
the the city, State and schools. 

Reductions were made for 19 of 
the 28 assessment districts. . In 
four districts, newer residential 
neighborhoods, no change was 


made. The reduction is from the 
$882,030,700 assessment fixed by 
Assessor Ralph Coale, and the de- 
crease in tax revenue is calculat- 
ed on the basis of the city’s $2.74 
levy. 

$1,117,000 Loss to City. 

The city would be affected prin- 
cipally by the reduction in its levy 
for general purposes, $1.27 on the 
$100 valuation. The general reve- 
nue fund would lose. $1,117,940, as- 
suming full collection of the taxes 
levied. 

Action of the “city board is sub- 
ject to review by the State Board 
of Equalization, which will meet 
Tuesday at Jefferson City for a re- 
hearing of the previously rejected 
appeal of the St. Louis Real Estate 
Exchange for a blanket 10 per 
cent cut in the city’s real estate as- 
sessment. 

It is expected that the State 
Board will consider the action of 
the city Board of Equalization at 
the same meeting. 

Today’s action comes on the eve 
of the change in administrations at 
the City Hall, with - Republicans 
assuming power Tuesday, after 
eight years of Democratic rule. 

During the eight-year adminis- 
tration of retiring Mayor Bernard 
F. Dickmann, assessment reduc- 
tions were made as follows: 10 
per cent in 1932, 20 per cent in 1933, 
and 5 per cent in 1934. 

The reduction ordered today will 
be applied evenly in 18 of the 19 
districts—that is, throughout one 
of the affected districts the reduc- 
tion will be 5. per cent; in another, 
20 per cent, and so on. 


Downtown Area Reduction. 


The exception is the Sixth Dis- 
trict, which includes the downtown 
area. Here a 5 per cent reduction 
would apply only in the area 
bounded by Fourth street, Twelfth 
boulevard, Market street and 
Washington avenue. Elsewhere in 
thig district the reduction would 
be 15 per cent. 

Boundaries of the whole district 
are: from Olive street and the 
Wharf route to Clark avenue, west 
to Eighteenth street, north to 
Market street, west to Jefferson 
avenue, north to Franklin avenue, 
east to Third street, south to Olive, 
and east to Wharf. 

The districts in which 5 per cent 
reductions were ordered, in addi- 
tion to the portion of No. 6 were:

Assert Reich Will ‘React in 


Manner Deemed Best’—

BERLIN, April 12 (AP).—Presi- 
dent © Roosévelt’s proclamation 
opening the Red Sea route to Suez 
to United States merchant ship- 
ping was described today by au- 
thorized. German sources as “the 
first open intervention in European 
affairs and violation of the Euro- 
pean Monroe Doctrine.” 

Regarding Roosevelt’s arrange- 
ments with the Danish Minister at 


Washington for bases on Green- 
land, these sources commented: 

“That Roosevelt shrinks from no 
violation of law is well known. 
According to information we have, 
his arrangement with the Danish 
Minister is illegal. Until the Dan- 
ish Government, however, has an- 
nounced its position Germany will 
not make known its own. It will 
then, hawever, react in the manner 
deemed best and by measures 
deemed expedient.” 

Authorized German sources also 
said that not within a century has 
a statesman so completely mis- 
judged a situation as President 
Roosevelt did regarding ,Yugo- 
slavia. 

They asserted the American 
President’s prestige had suffered 
a tremendous blow. 


Italian Agency Cites “Arbitrary” 
Interpretation of Law. 


ROME, April 12 (AP).—Stefanti, 
Italian news agency, said today 
that President Roosevelt’s an- 
nouncement opening the Red Sea 
to United States ships was based 
on “one of his original, as well as 
arbitrary interpretations of inter- 
national law” evolving from a the- 
ory that Egypt is neutral.

Danish Minister Admits He Signed 
Agreement on His Own. 


WASHINGTON, April #@ (AP). 
—Hendrik de Kauffmann expects 
to remain here as Danish Minister 
despite. any criticism from. his 
German-occupied homeland over 
his signing the Greenland air-base 
and Danish ship-sale agreements 
with the United States. 

At the State Department today 
he told reporters he had sent a 
full text of the Greenland agree- 
ment, together with a compréhen- 
sive explanation of his actions, to 
the Foreign Office and was await- 
ing a reply. 

Denmark’s occupation by Ger- 
man troops created an exceptional 
diplomatic situation which made 
it necessary for the Minister to act 
in what he thought was the best 
interests of the Danish King and 
Danish people without previous 
consultation with his Foreign Of- 
fice. 

Advance Notice “Dumb.” 

Since the air bases are designed 
to protect Greenland and the rest

Lawyer in Missouri Litigation 
Succumbs to Heart. Disease 
When at Lunch.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 12.— 
Robert J. Folonie of Chicago, who 


was attorney for the stock fire in- 
surance companies in the extensive 
Missouri rate litigation out of 
which developed the “payoff” of 
$460,000 through Boss Tom Pender- 
gast of Kansas City to procure the 
notorious $10,000,000 compromise, 
died of a heart attack here yes- 
terday while eating lunch at the 
Leland Hotel. Folonie was 62 years 
old. 

In the extensive investigations 
which exposed the payoff-to Pen- 
dergast and finally led to his im- 
prisonment for income-tax evasion, 
Folonie several.times testified that 
the compromise was initiated by 
insurance company executives 
against his advice, and that he 
had no knowledge of the payments 
to Pendergast. 

The clearing of $100,500 in checks 
of insurance’ companies through 
Folonie’s law office in 1935 was one 
of the. clews leading to exposure of 
the Pendergast payoff. These 
checks had been collected by the 
late Charles R. Street, head of a 
committee of insurance executives, 
from 14 companies. As an accom- 
modation to Street, Folonie’s office 
exchanged two of the law firm’s 
checks for the insurance company 
checks, and it was learned later 
that Street cashed the law firm 
checks to procure currency for his 
first payment to Pendergast. 

Folonie was a witness in many 
investigations and hearings in con- 
nection with the compromise, in- 
cluding the grand jury investiga- 
tion at Kansas City in 1939 which 
resulted in indictment of Pender- 
gast and former Missouri Insur- 
ance Superintendent R. Emmet 
O’Malley for evading income tax 
on their shares of the $460,000 pay- 
off. 

Folonie was born in Beardstown, 
Til. He had practiced law in Chi- 
cago since 1900, in recent years as 
a partner in the firm of McKinney, 
Folonie & Grear.

Mr. Nardin Welcomes a Pension Inquiry. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N your editorial of April 3, “The Old- 

Age Pension Racket,” your combina- 
tion of fact and conclusion seerhs to me 
to be as incorrect and misleading as 
were some statements in your previous 
editorial, to which I called attention in 
my letter. 

Asserting that the — with higher 
percentage of persons over 65 on the 
pension rolls are “assuredly strange com- 
pany for Missouri,” you list the states— 
Illinois, Massachusetts, Ohio and New 
York—which you say are, in relation to 
Missouri, of “similar size, wealth and 
economic status.” To that statement I 
take sharp exception. The states you 
name are strikingly dissimilar to Mis- 
souri in many of the significant respects 
which influence the number and percent- 
age of persons eligible for old-age as- 
sistance. 


Let’s look at the relative percentage 
of urban population in Missouri as com- 
pared to the states you name: Missouri, 
50 per cent of total; Illinois, 71 per cent; 
Massachusetts, 90 per cent; Ohio, 68 per 
cent; New: York, 85 per cent. 

Isn’t it quite ohvious that the differ- 
ent percentages of urban population as 
well as difference in the richness of rural 
resources may be expected to affect the 
percentage of old persons who are in 
need? 

A more definitely pertinent fact bear- 
ing on this question, however, is the low- 
er percentage of applicants in the urban 
than in the rural sections. The latest 
available census figures show that in 
the urban centers of Missouri, as in other 
states, the percentage of persons over 
the age of 65 is much lower in the urban 
than in the rural sections. 

There is another distinctly pertinent 
fact to be noted. In Illinois, Ohio, Mas- 
sachusetts and New York, as in many 
other states, the law imposes upon rela- 
tives, if they are able to do so, the ob- 
ligation to support those related to them 
who are old and in need. We have no 
such law in Missouri. Here, if relatives 
are supporting the needy, we can refuse 
aid. If they refuse such support, how- 
ever well able they may be to give it, 
we have no choice under the law, as 
interpreted recently by our Supreme 
Court, but to put the needy old persons 
on the old-age assistance rolls. We have 
Many such cases.

In’ your closing sentence you say: “Mr. 
Nardin, we believe, will agree that an 
investigation is in order.” -‘The commis- 
sion has often and most seriously consid- 
ered the desirability of an investigation 
of its activities. We would welcome a 
thorough, honest, sincere investigation. 
It ought not be made for the purpose of 
proving that we have either participated 
in or condoned the operation of a “rack- 
et,” defined by Webster as a “fraudulent 
scheme.” It ought not be made for the 
purpose neither of “smearing” nor of 
“whitewashing” the administration. 

We know that we have tried very sin- 
cerely to administer a most difficult pro- 
gram. We know that it has not been 
perfectly administered. We know all too 
well that many decisions that have to be 
made are in a broad twilight zone on 
cases in which one honest judgment 


. might say “right” while another equally 


honest judgment might say “wrong.” We 
know all too well that a torrent of dissat- 
isfaction constantly whirls about us. 


Consideration of our difficulties and.- 


problems as we know them presents to 
us the difficulty which would be in- 
volved in an investigation.. But since 
you present the question to me, I'll an- 


— * swer for myself that I would welcome an 


investigation which, whether condemn- 
ing or approving past action, might re- 
sult in benefit to the program in the 
future.

peace” did not make itself felt before the Ford plants 
were closed down, the settlement becomes an ex- 
ample for try and labor throughout the land. 

To reach armistice, the United Automobile 
Workers consented to the postponement of a Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board hearing concerned with 
unfair labor practice charges unrelated to the strike. 
The union demonstrated its good will by foregoing 
any influence which testimony at this hearing might 
have had or voters in the forthcoming NLRB elec- 
tion to determine its right to act as collective bar- 
gaining agent for the Ford workers. The company 


at the same time retreated from its refusal to allow 
the NLRB the use of its payrolls to determine those | 


eligible to mark ballots. The election, of course, will 
determine whether or not Ford must, under the law, 
deal with the union. 

The immediate cause of the strike—the discharge 
of eight UAW members—was settled by the reinstate- 
ment of five of them and the submission of the 
cases of the other three to arbitration. This, again, 
was_plain common sense. 

In view of the long Ford record of flat refusal to 
have anything to do with unions, even in the face 
of nine Labor Board orders and a Supreme Court 
verdict, it must be admitted that there is warrant 
for the assertion of R. J. Thomas, UAW-CIO presi- 
dent, that the settlement is “a great victory” for the 
union. However, we believe that the Ford Motor 
Co. also gained much, if only through the elimina- 
tion of the disfavor in which it was held in many 
quarters because of its past attitude. 

Of course, all this is only a preliminary settlement. 
The real test will come when—and if—the union 
wins the NLRB election and seeks to bargain with 
the company. Here there is a fly in the ointment. 
Harry Bennett, chief of the Ford service department, 
several weeks ago conceded that the UAW would win 
the election. He said the company would bargain 
because it was required to do so by law, but he added 


that the men would not get one jot or tittle as a re- 


sult. Henry Ford, in effect, confirmed this by say- 
ing that the company would never deal with a union. 

_Yesterday’s settlement is perhaps an augury that 
this last-ditch stand has been abandoned. The ex- 
perience gained in the preliminary settlement should 
be a sufficient demonstration that common sense 
will be efficacious in the long-range settlement, too. 
If not, yesterday's “will for peace” will bear only 
bitter fruit. : 
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AN EXCELLENT BILL MAKES PROGRESS. 

In a legislative session with the record which this 
one has, the perfection of the baby health bill by the 
Missouri Senate is all the more gratifying. The 
amendments added in the Senate are acceptable and 
do not in any way hinder the fine purposes of the 
measure. If the bill is adopted in the form in 
which the Senate has presented it for final passage, 
the State will provide’ for syphilis tests for expectant 
mothers and a safeguard.against congenital venereal 
disease in babies. 

There is no guesswork about the public-health 
value of legislation of this sort. Other states which 
have such statutes have found that pre-natal syphilis 
tests reveal many cases of infection which can be 
treated in time so as to prevent transmission to the 
babies. How much such tests will mean to Mis- 
souri can be judged from the recent testimony of Dr. 
Lee Cady of the Washington University Medical 
School that 2300 babies in the State will be benefited 
by the tests each year. 

The cause being what it is—the welfare, sight and 
health of Missouri’s citizens of the future—there 
should be no opposition to this bill when the roll is 
called in the Senate. What a fine thing it would 
be to have Missouri’s 34 Senators unanimously on 
record for this humanitarian measure! 
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A NEEDED VETO. 

The Missourl Public Expenditure Survey has 
urged Gov. Donnell to veto a $20,000 appropriation 
for extra clerks hired by the Senate and House. 

The ‘appropriation was originally for $77,400. The 
plan was to attach the extra clerks to the payroll 
of the Board of Permanent Seat of Government. This 
was a subterfuge. It was done to get around the 
constitutional limitation on the number of legisla- 
tive employes. When Gov. Donnell threatened to 
veto it, the Legislature came back with the $20,000 
compromise. This was designed to’ pay the extra 
clerks for the time they had put in prior to the 
Governor’s stand. 

The Public Expenditures Survey now calls upon 
the Governor to knock out the $20,000. It says: 

On behalf of Missouri taxpayers, we take this 
er gheagend to express confidence in our belief 
in passing on this measure you will take 

— action as will prevent a violation of con- 

.stitutional provisions to the extent of even 

one penny.

Aside from the question of upholding the Consti- 
tution, there is another issue involved. It is the 
issue of good government versus grab. These clerks 
were not hired to do necessary tasks—the members 
of the House and Senate-already have ample-staffs 
for that. They were hired to curry political favors 
or to pay off political debts. The whole thing is 
an out-and-out patronage racket.

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TOO QUICK ON THE TRIGCER. 

“Justifiable homicide”. says the Coroner’s ‘verdict 
in the case of 15-year-old Homer Lawrence Davis Jr., 
shot to death by Patrolman, Benton Frazer when 
he refused to obey the officer’s command to halt as 
he fled from an automobile he had stolen.

It 
is also a known fact that it is difficult to change the 
holiday plans of thousands and thousands of voters, 
but quite simple to shift the election date. A people’s 
government, desirous of the people’s participation, 
would change such a date almost overnight. 

Missouri's 
frequently cited, was another highly important 
reason for staying away from the polls. Too many 
Missouri voters feel that their votes will be counted 
only at the pleasure of party hacks so long as the 
present ballot-numbering system prevails. Others 
feel that even though their ballots may be counted, 
a “wrong” vote may be held against them, 

Other reasons for not voting were received by the 
League. There was ignorance of the fact that an 
election was being held, failure to register and just 
plain laziness. Advanced by a minority, these reflect 
on the voter rather than on the election system. 
They are, nonetheless, an indictment of democracy. 
A people’s government can exist only so long as the 
people will participate in it. 

There are two things that can be done and that 
must be done at once by the Legislature, if this in- 
dictment against democracy is to be quashed. One 
is to provide a secret ballot. The other is to change 
the primary date. 

And these are not only tasks for the ——— 
It is the duty of every citizen to do what he can to 
see that the reforms are adopted. One thing that he 
can do is to make clear his desires to the men 
who represent him in Jefferson City.

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FOR PROTECTION OF HUMAN GUINEA PIGS. 

Stocks of a permanent-wave preparation, known as 
Willat Sulfolene Curling Solution No. 2, have been 
seized at eight St. Louis beauty shops, in accordance 
with a. United States District Court order. This 
preparation is declared by the Federal Food and 
Drug Administration to contain a deadly poison, 
following an investigation after the death of a Geor- 
gia woman who had received a treatment with it. 

Similar seizures are being made all over the coun- 
try, for the preparation, made by the Heatless Per- 
manent Wave Co. of San Francisco, had been widely 
distributed. Food and Drug Administration agents, 
already too few even for their routine duties, have 
spent many days running down stocks of the fluid. 
Yet it is tragic that these steps can be taken only 
after one death attributed to the use of this sub- 
stance has taken place. 

As the law now stands, however, such episodes 
as this are inevitable. In revising the Food and 
Drug Act three years ago, Congress wisely laid down 
the requirement that new drug preparations must 


oa they can be placed on the market. No such 

vision was made for cosmetics. Untried products 
sa this field may be sold at will, and the public is 
the guinea pig. 

Congress should act to’close this leophole at once, 
before more tragedies Occur. Consumers’ organiza- 
tions and the general public would do well to let 
themselves be heard from. Manufacturers of the 
great majority of tried and safe cosmetics would be 
wise to join in the demand, to maintain the. good

THE GRANDEUR THAT WAS ROME. 


The President and the Convoy Issue 


Convoys will be sent if necessary to save England, writer says; 


Roosevelt's mind is made up to stop Hitler at all costs; substitute 


SUN-TANNED President returns from 
A his ‘fishing-and-thinking trip to the most 

fateful decision he has faced since he en- 
tered the White House in 1933. To convoy 
or not? And, if not, what? 

Convoys mean war. The most aggressive 
advocates of this “next-to-the-last” step— 
and the capital’s high places are jammed 
with them—will not deny that. The Presi- 
dent himself has as much as said so. Yet 
in the inner circles the issue has switched 
in the past fortnight to something like this: 
Can we afford not to convoy? 

The choice must be Roosevelt’s, and 
Roosevelt’s alone. For if he once takes a 
pro-convoy position, even if he asks “per- 
mission” of Congress, he cannot afford not 
to go through with it. 

This is not to say that all or any advisors 
is urging convoys—yet. It is to say, how- 
ever, that they all reportedly believe that 
under no conditions can the United States 
afford to let Hitler crush Britain this 
spring. Without putting words in his mouth, 
it’s quite apparent that the President feels 
the same way. 

The issue, then, is this: How badly is 
Britain off? Can she get by without con- 
voys? Is there not some substitute system 
l'which could accomplish the same effect 
without placing American fighting ships in 
the line of Nazi torpedoes—the clear and 
open channel into war? 

Best-informed sources—or at least sources 
which have the information and point of 
view on which the President's decision must 
be based—declare that Britain's situation 
is desperate.

Would it not be 
wiser to sénd five or 10 destroyers a month 
to the British Navy, or even bigger ships 
if necessary, but keep our flag off ships run- 
ning such a grave risk of being sunk?

Every step in Roosevelt’s foreign policy 
so far can be made to fit into either pat- 
tern. A complete case can be built on the 
premise that his aggressive, anti-Axis pol- 
icy, his bolstering of British morale, arse- 
nals and warehouses, was the one way to 
keep the war away from our shores until 
we are ready to defend ourselves. An equal- 
ly complete case can be made on the “war- 
mongering” thesis—if we go to war. 

The proof of the pudding is in the eating. 
If we go to war, he took us there—and that 
is likely to be the verdict whether it was 
actually unavoidable or not. If we stay out 
and Hitler is stopped, he’s a historic hero, 
unquestionably the all-American Interna- 
tional Quarterback of all time. 

That is one reason why many who know 
hint well cannot believe that the President 
will order convoys—not short of an issue 
which looms in his mind as one of saving 
civilization itself. And yet, there’are signs 
that he may believe that saving Britain may 
mean just that. If he does—and if he can- 
not devise one of his many magnificent 
dodges, accomplishing the end of getting 
the goods to Britain without sinking the | 
American flag on the high seas—then— 
we're in.

British Patrols Fight Nasis. 

Delayed reports from the front 
said German advance units had 
encountered British patrols ,be- 
tween Gianitsa (Yanitza), 48 miles 
north of Mount Olympus, eastern 
anchor of the defense line, and the 
Aegean coast, in the first contaet 
between Adolf Hitler’s army and 
the British Expeditionary Force in 
Greece. Details of the engagement 
were meager but.the British earlier 
had acknowledged that Gianitsa 
was in German hands. 

The clash in the Phiorina sec- 
tor, occurring within a few miles 
of where the Greeks hurled back 
an Italian onslaught five months 
ago was the first Greek report of 
fighting against the Germans since 
‘the fall “of Salonika Wednesday 
and apparently followed a weak- 
ening of Yugoslav resistance, 

(The German and Italian high 
commands last night announced 
the juncture of Italian troops from 
Albania and German troops mov- 
ing westward across Yugoslavia 
north of Lake Ohrid, not far 
from ‘the Albanian border. This 
means that Yugoslavia is cut off 
from Greece.) “ 

Theologos Nicoloudis, Greek 
Press Minister, informed the resi- 
dents of German-occupied Mace- 
donia and Thrace last night that: 

“Within a few hours there will 
start—if it has not started already 
—one of the most stubborn and 
best battles in history, between the 
Greeks and English on one hand 
and the Germans on the other. 
We shall win.” 

He urged them, in a radio ad- 
dress, to stand firm in “passive 
endurance” during the struggle 
and added that any failure to do 
so would “be treason against the 
Greek soldiers.”

The Greek high command com- 
munique, issued early today, said 
merely:

Picture of Yugoslav Situation. 

The -fate of Yugoslav divisions 
still fighting in the Central Yugo- 
slavia now seemed sealed after a 
six-day campaign, the Germans as- 
serted. , 

Observers said Hitler’s troops in 
Yugoslavia apparently were en- 
gaged in an encircling movement 
to round up the rest of the Serbian 
forces. 

The usually well-informed com- 
mentary, Dienst aus Deutschland, 
offered the following- picture of 
the situation: 

1. Troops of the German north 
front are pushing south from Za- 
greb. 

2. From the south, Yugoslav 
forces which were driven out of 
Nig moving northwestward, are be- 
ing hotly pursued by German 
units. 

3. An Italian communique gave 
a further hint of Axis strategy by 
pointing out that Italian troops 
from the Eastern Albania front 
continued to pour into Yugoslav 
territory. 

It was predicted that the Serbs 
likely would find themselves 
herded together 1h Central Serbia, 
hemmed in on the west by the 
Adriatic Sea and on the north and 
northwest. by Hungary and Ru- 
mania. 

German Entry Into Zagreb. 

While Hungarian troops moved 
across the Northern boundary of 
Yugoslavia, German armored units 
triumphantly entered b, capi- 
tal of the new Croat state. Ac- 
cording to one German observer, 
“the populace hung onto our 
trucks and tanks and from hun- 
dreds of thousands there came 
shouts fo ‘Heil Hitler!’ ‘Heil vic- 
tory!’” | 

If, when and where Hitler wil 
give his blessing to the new Croat 
nation has not been revealed here. 

Croatia already had its own Par- 
Hiament and its own administra- 
tion of cultural, economic, and, to 
some extent, financial life, but is 
now considered to be in line for 
political autonomy under Nazi 
sponsorship.

At the same time he made a 
second radio appeal to Croat offi- 
cers and men in the Yugoslav army 
to cease fighting and return to 
Croatia at once. 

Kvaternik was quoted on the 
Zagreb radio as warning Serbs liv-

treated in the same manner. as 
Croat sympathizers are treated in 
Serbia. ,

N an interview a few days 
Mrs. Roosevelt said that 2 
several industrial she 
had personally studied only two 
or three sufficiently to form a 
definite opinion about the issues. 
‘She hoped that the general public 
would likewise: suspend judgment 
until it had studied the issues in 
each case, and tn order that every 
one might be sufficiently informed, 
she suggested that local commit- 
tees of private citizens be formed 
to report on the facts where there 
is a serious dispute. 

This - sounds démocratic and 
open-minded and reasonable. Yet 
With great respect for Mrs. Roose- 
velt’s sincerity and good will it 
must be said, I submit, that her 
plausible comment comes out of a4 
‘dangerously unworkable, though 
widely accepted, philosophy of gov- 
ernment. There is the assumption 
that Mrs. Roosevelt, in the course 
of her very busy days, has in fact 
been able to study two or three 
large industrial disputes, get to the 
bottom of them, and reach a sound 
judgment. There is the assump- 
tion that the rest of the adult pop- 
ulation can, will and should at- 
tempt to have definite opinions not 
only on Mrs. Roosevelt's two or 
three cases; but on any number of 
other intricate controversies as 
well. There is the assumption that 
the mass of these opinions consti- 
tutes a verdict by “public opin- 
ion,” which tn a democracy is fi- 
nal and contfolling. 


* « * 

HE notion that public opinion 

can and will decide all issues 
is in appearance-very democratic. 
In practice it undermines and de- 
stroys democratic government. 
For when everyone is supposed to 
have a judgment about everything, 
nobody, in fact, is going to know 
much about anything. If Mrs. 
Roosevelt, for example, knows the 
facts and has weighed the merits 
in two or three of these recent 
industrial disputes, she has a ca- 
pacity for rapid investigation and 
quick analysis which not many of, 
us possess, It took the Mediation 
Board, with all the experts of the 
Federal and state governments 
helping them, 20 hours of hard 
work to get to the bottom of the 
Allis-Chalmers affair; how many 
private citizens in this country can 
give 20 minutes to Allis-Chalmers, 
and another 20 minutes te Ford, 
and another 20 to coal, and so on 
and so on? : ; 

The only effect of inviting every- 
body to judge every public question 
is to confuse everybody about ev- 
erything. It is not in fact possi- 
ble for all the people to know all 
about all things, and the pretense 
that they can and that they do is 
a bad illusion. It is in the exact 
sense of the word not democracy, 
but demagogy. It rests on the idea 
that everyone has the time tostudy 
everything, and that is not true— 
on the idea that everyone is com- 
petent to judge everything, and 
that is not true. 

* * * * 

The general public can judge 
whether employers and employes 
are co-operating or are quarreling 
and it can demand that they find 
ways of co-operating. It can judge 
whether Secretary Perkins and the 
National Labor Relations Board 
and the Mediation Board are or 
are not achieving uninterrupted 
production. 
general public can insist that the 
President and Congress do some- 
thing effective about it. But the 
general public cannot be the judge 
and jury in each case. Nor can it 
decide just what specific measures 
the President and the Congress 
ought to adopt. The general pub- 
Hic consists of men and women 
who read the newspapers and lis- 
ten to’ the radio for a little time 
each day in the midst of busy 
‘lives. They can no more hope 
to have final opinions on every dis- 
puted question than they can have 
opinions on what to do about 
pneumonia. Ali they can do about 
pneumonia ig to get the best doc- 
tor they can find, and then call in 
another doctor if the first one 
does not seem to be satisfactory.

UT worse still, this notion that 
4 everybody is to decide every- 

thing destroys the sense of re- 
sponsibility in public men and de- 
prives public opinion of responsible 
leadership. Effective government 
cannot be conducted by legislators 
and officials who, when a question 
is presented, ask themselves first 
and last, not what is the truth 
and which is the right and the

necessary course but “what does 


If they are not, the 


responsibilities and their 
means of knowing what is what, 
they sit around waiting for the 
Gallup poll and the fan mail, they 
will get a Gallup poll and a fan 
mail from a people that have 
not been able to know what men 
must knew in order to judge 
wisely. They will have failed to 
give to the people the leadership 
which d must have—that 
is, to face their responsibility and 
to decide questions by consulting 
other responsible men and then to 
explain their decision, leaving to 
the people to judge whether the 
decision is reasonable and the re- 
sults good. 


T is possible to run the-affairs 

of a village by a. town meeting. 

But the methods of the town 
meeting will not regulate the af- 
fairs of.a great republic which em- 
braces a continent, which is de- 
fending a heniisphere, and is in- 
volved in one of the great crises 
of history. What is a virtue in a 
town meeting—to let everyone de- 
cide everything — becomes in the 
conduct of a great goverhment 
the vice of irresponsibility, inde- 
| Cision, demagogy and moral timid- 
ity. Mrs. Roosevelt cannot weigh 
and judge every industrial dispute 
and the rest of us certainly can- 
not. All we can do is to uphold 
the hands of, and then hold re- 
sponsible for the results, those en- 
trusted with the task of maintain- 
ing industrial peace. 


The same principle applies to 
most of the difficult questions that 
now confront us. We have, for 
example, the problem of the block- 
ade and the feeding of various 
countries in Europe and northern 
Africa, and the country today is 
full of argumentative committees 
and sincere men and women who 
think ‘they know enough to know 
what should be done. I do not 
know why they think they know 
enough. For having studied most 
of the information which is pub- 
licly available and talked with a 
great many more people who have 
some first-hand knowledge of the 
facts, all I know is that I do not 
know enough to have an opinion. 
All I know is that this infinitely 
complicated question will have to 
be decided by Mr. Churchill and 
the British government and by Mr. 
Roosevelt and the really informed 
officials of the American Govern- 
ment, and whether their decisions 
are wise or unwise, it is certain 
that I do not know enougii to a4 


cide it for them. . 
. " 
- HE same principle applies to 
the question of delivering the 
goods to the Allies under the 
“lease-lend” program. The deci- 
sion as to. how that can best be 
done is one that must be made by 
the President in consultation with 
his advisers and with other re- 
s public men. How is the 
outside public to Know what “con- 
voying” involves and whether it is 
the best system of protecting car- 
goes when, as a matter of fact, 
there is a respectable body of ex- 
pert opinion which thinks there is 
a better em of protecting car- 
goes? question is ‘not one 
which can be solved for the Presi- 
dent by public debate. For the 
public cannot possibly foresee the 
consequences of doing or not doing 
certain things. 

It ig the President’s responsibil- 
ity, of which he cannot divest him- 
self, to judge as wisely as he can 
what in the end is likely to be 
the right course, to make -that 
judgment on the best advice he 
ean obtain, to explain his decision 
and then trust that the people will 
support a conscientious, carefully 
considered, decision.

New ‘Law Is Effort. to Halt 
Nation’s Falling Birth 
Rate.

VICHY, April 12.—France’s di- 
vérce code, since | n's time 
one of the most liberal in Europe, 
will be drastically revised begin- 
ning tomorrow, to eliminate 
grounds cited in most of the 21,000 


-| French divorce actions last year. 


In a broadcast to the nation this 
afternoon, Minister of Justice Jo- 
seph Barthelemy explained the new 
regulations, 

This new code, to be announced 
in the Journal Officiel tomorrow, 
represents the latest effort of Chief 
of State Marshal Henri Petain to 
halt France's falling birth rate and 
to re-establish strong family tra- 
dition as the backbone of the new 
France. 

“Mental Cruelty” Pilea Barred. 

Grounds of “grave injury” — 
France’s equivalent for “mental 
cruelty”—which was most frequent- 
ly cited in French divorce proceed- 
ings, are abolished. Automatic 
divorce, following a period of legal 
separation, will now be possible 
Only after three years at thé re 
quest of the plaintiff. Until now 
either party had the privilege of 
petitioning for divorce a short time 
after separation had been granted. 

Adultery and similar serious 
charges are now the only recog- 
nized grounds for action. Judges 
may impose a two-year reconcilia- 
tion period before even trying a 
divorce action. 

_ Lawyers Controlled. 

Activities of divorce lawyers also 
will be strictly controlled under the 
law, and advertisements of quick 
divorces which have been displayed 
widely in Paris are now prohibited 
under pain of heavy fines and im- 
prisonment. The public will be 
refused admission to courts trying 
divorce cases. 

The new law is well-tempered 
compared with those of previous 
governments. In 1816 divorce was 
entirely suppressed and in 1884 the 
most trivial reason would be ade- 
quate grounds. The church has 
urged prohibition of divorce. 

“Some fires must be given time 
to become cinders,” Minister Bar- 
thelemy said in his radio address 
explaining the law which will end 
easy divorces in France.

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NO ACTION AGAINST 
BOPP IN BEMIS CASE 


Not Obliged to Hold Inquest, 
but Shouldn’t Have Withheld 
Facts, Wallach Says. 


Completing his investigation of 
the death of Mrs. Judson Bemis, 
who was shot and killed April 3 in 
her Huntleigh Village home, Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Stanley ‘Wallach 
of St. Louis County announced last 
night the available facts indicated 
suicide and that the planned no 
action against Coroner Louis Bopp 
for his failure to hold an inquest. 

The Coroner sought to suppress 
the news of Mrs. Bemis’ suicide, 
announcing that she died of peri- 


.tonitis, although he certified the 


death as suicide in the records of 
the State Health Department. 
Wallach said nothing could be 


» gained by an inquest now, pcinting 


out the evidencé. had been re- 
moved, the weapon handled by 
many persons and the body cre- 
mated. He said his study of court 
decisions interpreting the law re- 
garding the duties of the Coroner 
had convinced him Bopp was not 
obliged to conduct an inquest. 

“The Coroner, having made his 
decision, must bear full responsi- 
bility for it,” Wallach added, “and 
must be presumed to act under his 
sense of obligation as an officer 
and the sanctity of his oath. He is 
a public officer, serving the. public 
and the procésses of justice rather 
than private individuals, and his 
consideration for the grief of a 
mourning family should not take 
precedence over his sense of re- 
sponsibility to the public, certainly 
not to the extent of hushing up a 
violent death. 

“A Coroner’s inquest is a hard 
thing for a mourning family, yet 
the conclusion is inescapable that 
in cases such as this the processes 
of justice and ultimately the best 
interests of the family itself could 
best be served by resolving all 
doubts in favor of immediate po- 
lice investigation and inquest, 
rather than against it. 

“Had there been an open and 
frank statement by the Cor * 
police, or physicians at the time, 
there would have been no occa- 
sion for unfavorable publicity, but 
the course of events in this case 
quite reasonably gave rise to ques- 
tion, which made necessary dis- 
closure of the true facts.” 

Mrs. Bemis, 23 years old, killed 
herself two days after her return 
from St. Louis Maternity Hospital 
with her first child, a daughter.

COVENTRY, England, April 12 
(AP).—A little group of men and 
women, some weeping, some grimy, 
some without sleep for three days 
and three nights, held Good Fri- 
day services last night in a bat- 
tered, roofless cathedral in this 
heavily bombed Midlands town. 

In a drizzling rain, the Very Rev, 
R. T. Howard, Archdeacon and 
Provost of Coventry, led the serv- 
ices from a huge block of masonry 
he improvised as a pulpit. 

A cross made from burned tim- 
bers of the cathedral ruins was sil- 
houetted against the sky. A Salva- 
tion Army band 

“Surely this is the strangest ga th- 
ering Coventry ever has — the 
Archdeacon said. “These ruins are 
full of strange power. It does not 
matter when: we die; it: only mat- 
ters -how.” « 

After Easter hymns. were sung, 
the congregation returned to the 
work of clearing debris left from 
the heavy German raid Thursday 
night. 

When the worshipers left, the 
custodian followed an age-old cus- 
tom—he bolted the big cathedral’s 
door. 


WOMAN TAKES. POISON, DIES 


hon Says ‘They Had Quarreled. 


Mrs. Laverne McMahon died 
while being taken to County Hos- 
pital early today from the effects 
of poison she had taken shortly 
before in her hotel room at 6658

_Formerly the disease was attrib- 
uted to symbiosis, or co-operative 
association, of fusiform or cigar- 
shaped bacilli with spirochetes or 
corkscrew-like germs, remotely kin 
to the spirochetes of syphilis, 
which is, however, an altogether 
different disease. Dr. Edward G. 
Hampp, bacteriologist, told of the. 
repeated finding of fusospirochetal 

“armies” at one phase of the gum 
invasion, with the corkscrew divi- 
sion. consistently in the advanced 
position, as though serving as 
“shock” troops. 

Germs in Average Mouth. — 

He cited, however, the failure of 
repeated experimental attempts to 
reproduce the disease by inocula- 
tion by both germs, even in injured 
gums. He related that they were 
common inhabitants of the “aver- 
age” mouth, and of 20 per cent, 
even, of mouths of medical stu- 
dents. 

The disease is rather a clinical 
than a bacteriological entity, con- 
firmed Dr. J. M. Rose, who .spoke 
from the viewpoint of dental medi- 
cine. He related that it had been 
possible to produce comparable: in- 
flammation in injured or unwell 
gums by mixed implantation of the 
fusospirochetal germs, including 
the closely related spirilla, plus 
two other organisms including 
strains of streptococci which thrive 
on little or no oxygen. All are 
present in “normal” mouths. 

A formidable “fifth column” for 
such invasion is sub-clinical scurvy, 
experimentally produced by elimi- 
nating vitamin C from the diet.

Exposure to cold is also 
to be considered. Treatment 
consists in the use of any sub- 
stances which will quiet the nerv- 
ous system and relieve the local 
pain and irritation—such as as- 
pirin, salicin, quinine and arsenic. 


The X-ray has often been used |; 


successfully in relieving these con- 
ditions. 

Very important it is to see that 
the clothing or bed clothing is not 
of an irritating character as in 
some instances the condition seems 
to be a form of allergy due to 
sensitiveness to wool or other ma-

His pleasure turned to 
dismay, however, when investiga- 
tion of the club suit disclosed a 
bad break. Squirm as he might, 
he had to deliver a heart and a 
club trick over to the enemy, and 
the vulernable slam melted away. 
Very few players, I fear, would 
manipulate South’s cards any dif- 
ferently, and yet the fallacy of 
South’s first play comes to light 
after only a moment’s thought. 
South can count six spade tricks, 
two hearts and, if the clubs break, 
four clubs. Since the greater 
trump length in his own hand 
cannot be augmented by - ruffing 
an opponent’s trick, why should 
this be done? South has a sure 
heart loser. Why not concede it 
at the very outset? Let us note 
the enormous difference that such 
a concession makes! 

_The king of diamonds is allowed 
to hold the first trick, declarer 
discarding a heart. West then 
shifts to the queen of hearts, as 
good a play as any. Dummy’s 
ace wins, and every trump is led 
out. Declarer will be left with 
his original club holding and one 
low heart. Dummy will hold the 
king-deuce of hearts and the K-6-3 
of clubs. What can West hold with’ 
the five cards left to him? He 
cannot retain his club stopper ex- 
cept at the expense of unguarding 
dummy’s low heart, and vice ver- 
sa. The squeeze on West that au- 
tomatically develops, while not 
foreseeable, is merely a just re- 
ward for declarer’s technique. He
